That the heroic dead of former wars 
for .American freedom shall not have 
died in vain, it is up to us to win the 
Iiresent \^-ar, Lieut.

Doctors Under 
45 Face Call 
To Army Duty 



Army Needs 5,000 Physi- 
cians by July Ist to Meet 
Urgent Need 



Antioch and Lake county physicians 
last week received letters' from Col. 
Harris J*. Ralston, adviser on occupa- 
tional deferments of the staff of Col. 
Paul Armstrong, director of selective 
Eer\*ice in Illinois, informing them that 
physdans under 45 who inieet the phy- 
sical re(iuirements, will ibe classified 
and called for service under the selec- 
ttice service act, if they fail to apply 
for commissions in the medical corps. 
The -notification said that local draft 
iboards had been instructed to furnish 
state selective service headquarters 
with a complete list of all doctors, 
dentists and veterinarians who have 
not been inducted or conimssioned. 
Urgent Need for Doctors 
"State head<|uarfer> will obtain from 
the applic.Thle state chairman a recom- 
mendation as to registrant for local 
'board's consideration for classfication, 
and will^ then advise tlie local (board of 
the chairman's recommendation," tlie 
letter states. 

"The sixth cori>s area has instituted 
plans for cooiierating with the United 
Stales procurement and assiRument 
service to expedite the appointment of 
5.000 physicans in the anny of the 
United Stales by July I. to meet the 
army's urgent .need for phys^■a■ans and 
MirKcons and has appointed an army 
hoard ifor the State of Ilhiois to co- 
operate with the medical chairman in 
the procurement of medical officers. 
Registrants who are medical doctors 
below the age of 45 sJumh! be urged to 
apply for coniimissions. 

Procedure Suggested 
"Doctors bel-ween the ages cvf 45 and 
54 will have ai)plication- blanks and 
reports completed by the procurement 
board and these forms will be sent to 
the Surgeon General of the Armv at 
Washington, D. C, for final decision. 
"Physicians who refuse to apj>ly for 
conim'issions may -be classified in ac-' 
cordance -with I'art 622, Selective Ser- 
vice Regulation amended. In consid- 
ering the cla.csificalion of a registrant 
w^ho is a i|ualified medical doctor, tiie 
local board may if it finds such regis- 
trant should notibedi-ferredior reason ^ 
other than dependency, take into con- 
sideration the pay and allowances 
which such regi_nrant ^vould receive 
in the event he were commissioned in 
|he armed forces. In practicallv all 
instances the pay and allowances of 
?uch registrant, if he were commis- 
sioned as an otTicer, would-be sulTciciit 
to eliminate the question of depend- 
ency."

The Government and Inflation

tor pubhc consumption goes down. Thai rule Is al- 
most universally agreed to by economists. And, judged 
hy it, the I'cderal government Itself is one of the most 
inrtationary Intluences in the nation. The billions the 
government spends for non-war pur(H)ses helps to create 
an ariilicially inflated purchasing |H»wer which competes 
tor a restricted and dwindling suppl}' of goods. 

That is one of the most coni|vlling reasons for 
maximum retrenchment in Federal non-war spending. 
Business and individuals must tighten their belts in 
order to pay for war and prevent inllatlon. The govern- 
ment, which is the greatest six'nder of all. must do like- 
wise. The Mouse recently i(x>k a courageous step in the 
right direction when it drastically pruned six major ap- 
propriation bills. That policy must be continued and 
intensilied If disastrous economic coiisei|ueiK"es are to be 
avoided.

FRIDAY: THE DAY OF 
SUFFERING (II) 

I LESSON TEXT-Lukc 23:33-40; Mork 15: 
3d, 34, 

GOLDEN TEXT— But he was wounded for 

our trnnsgrcsslons. ho wos bruised for our 

imlqultlcs: the chastisement of our peace 

(Was upon him; and with his stripes wc ore 

'healed.— Isaiah S3;5. 

Dark and distressing days have 
, often come upon the earth, but the 
darkest day of all history was that 
day when cruel men witli wicked 
hearts laid unholy hands upon the 
,Son of God and crucified Him, And 
•yet, by the grace of God, it was a day 
of bright hope for the sinful sons of 
men, for on that day complete re- 
demption was wrought out. The 
jVeil was rent and the now and living 
I way into the holy presence of God 
(Hcb. 10:20) was opened for you 
and for me. 

Tile cross is popular as an orna- 
ment on a church or on a golden 

: chain, but it is far more than that. 
It speaks of the black hour of the 
Saviour's cry. "My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?" and 
It also tells us of the One who be- 

, came sin for us that we might know 
the righteousness of God (II Cor. 

Throe thoughts emerge from our 
lesson. 

I. Crucifixion - Brinpinff Life 
(Luke 23:33, 34a). 

"There ihoy crucified him"— four 
words summing up the almost un- 
believable thing llial look place on 
(Talvary. He died; but in that death 
life and immortality were broucht 
to light (H Tim. 1:10). 

As believers In Christ, we arc in- 
terested in all that look place at 
the cr.ucifixion, for we know that 
as wo contemplate Him on the cross 
wo can say with Lutlier, "For me 
for mo!" And yet it was not for us 
alone that He died— it was for nil 
mankind. So we turn to our un- 
converted friends and direct them to 
'the Lamb of God which takoth 
away the sin of the world" (John 1: 
29). He was crucified that they 
might live eternally. He who had 
only a plea for the forgiveness of 
His persecutors (v. 3-la) tenderly of- 
fers His forgiveness to men today. 

11. Rejection— Krinffinc Acccnt- 
ance (Luke 23:34b-43). 

Those who appear around the 
cross n/Tord an interesting and strik- 
ing picture of humanity. There 
wore the indifToront ones, those not 
mterestod at ail in wlio was being 
crucified, but only eager to share 
In tlie division of His garments. 

There stood the people "behold- 
ing"— perplexed, unable to believe 
tiiat the miracle-working Christ was 
about to die. Verily, they wore as 
sheep without a shepherd. 

Then we see tlioso who scoffed. 
They knew His claim to be the Son 
of God and hated Him for it. Now 
at Inst they had their chance to rail 
at Him, to ridicule and taunt. More 
Ignorant and yet etiualiy derisive; 
we see the mocking soldiers. • 

Even one of the tliieves Ijy His 
side "railed on him" (v, 39), ridi- 
culing His claim. But here is the 
marvelous thing— the other thief, 
rough and wicked person that he 
was, saw in Christ a Saviour to 
whom he turned in faith, wliich was 
quickly and fully honored (vv. 42, 
43).

Dogs Guard Body 
Of Dead Master 

Police Find Aged Recluse 
Frozen to Death. 



PERTH AMBOy, N. J.-After be- 
ing forced to slioot 11 or 13 ferocious, 
half-starved dogs, police entered the 
shack of William Blair Woodruff, in 
a lonely wooded section near hero 
and found the frozen body of the 72- 
year-old recluse, wlio, an autopsy 
showed, had been dead of a heart 
ailment for several days. 

Woodruff, wlio had eked out a bare 
living by wasijing dishes and doing 
odd chores in diners near here, built 
the lO-by-12 foot-shack and had lived 
in it for many years, according to 
iiis nearest neighbors, who knew 
little else about his personal life. 

When the handyman's absence 
from his usual haunts had been no- 
ticed, acquaintances informed the 
police, who went to the isolated 
shack to investigate. As they en- 
tered the high fence of corrugated 
iron that surrounded the dwelling, 
they found the doorway barred by 
the howling dogs, who wore inside. 
The animals of all sizes and types, 
had beon.adopled from time to time 
by Woodruff, and. according to the 
policemen, wore "acting like 
wolves." 

One of the policemen climbed to 
the roof of the shack and shot the 
dogs as they emerged into the yard 
from a liole that had been built 
for their use. When II of the ani- 
mals had been killed, the police 
were able to enter. On a table near 
the body they found several pieces 
of verse that Woodruff had written 
in praise of the loyalty of his pets. 
Two small dogs that the policemen 
were not forced to slioot were fed 
and given to boys in the ncighbor- 
liood.

Pair in Cnnoe Make Fair 

Mileage on Ingenuily 

FOBT MYERS, FLA. — Eleven 
thousand miles in a canoe, starting 
with Sll and a fortnight's sunply of 
food— that's the record of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ray Woods of Los Angeles who 
started from the headwaters of the 
Rio Grande in July, 1940. 

Married less than a year and a 
half ago, they have been paddling 
and sailing ever since, hoping to 
end the trip at New York next fall. 
"We have explored almost every 
river on the Gulf coast," Woods 
said. "Wo started with $11 and a 
two weeks' supply of groceries. We 
have learned to live off nature, 
catching fish, hunting for berries, 
swamp cabbage and other foods." 
The Woods stgppe'd here for a 
short rest but plan to spend the win- 
ter in the Florida Keys, the Ton 
Thousand Islands, Everglades and 
Shark River county. They have 
filled 17 notebooks and taken numer- 
ous photographs along the way.

But deeper yet was the spiritual 
darkness into which Jesus wont as 
bearing the horrible load of 'the 
sins of the world He "was made 
sin for us" (II Cor. 5:21). and God 
the Father turned away from Him 
We cannot fathom the full moaning 
of that hour, and we dare not at- 
tempt to explain it. We can only 
accept it and thank God tliat be- 
cause He was made sin for us we 
may by faith be "made the right- 
eousness of God in him." 

Out of the darkness of that hour 
shone forth the one liglit which 
nothing in time or eternity cauidim.

Pointine: out that there Is no short- 
age of petroleum and its products in 
the Midwest, and dcclarin;; that Illi- 
nois car owners lire well aware of the 
necessity of conserving rubhcr tires, 
the Petroleum lijnicrgcncy Advisory 
committee of the Illiiiois'Statc Council 
of Defence, meeting iu Springfield 
May 27, adopted a resolution op(>os- 
ing the rationing of gasoline in Illi- 
nois at the present time. 

Also opposed to the rationing of gas- 
oline i IT -the 'Middle West at this time 
is Frank Phillips, chairman of the Pe- 
troleum industry conunittee of district 
two, in this artn. 

According to the Associated Press, 
Phillips issued his statement at the 
conclusion of a two-day meeting to 
study the prohlcni. The second dis- 
trict includes Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kansas, Kentucky, Michigan, (Minne- 
sota, Missouri, Nebraska, North Da- 
koia, Ohio, Oklahoma, South Dakota, 
Tennessee and Wisconsin. 

'Pointing out that Petroleum Co-or- 
dmator Harold Ickes has "stated Hierc 
13 no * shortage of pctroluem or its 
products," J»ut tlvn "there exists a 
shortage of normal petroleum trans- 
portation facilities due to the war." 
Phillips sai<| the connnitiee "stresses 
that these curtailing or rationing ac- 
tions might properly be called trans- 
portation, and not petroleum ration- 
ing.'' 

His statement emphasized that one 
ot the objects of rationing was to con- 
serve rubber. It contnucd:

"To produce c^'tential war products 
a -birrel of crude oil mun I)c separ- 
ated into its component i>art5, a sub- 
stantial part of whicli is gasoline. Con- 
sumer rationing of gasoh'nc -will result 
in curlailnicnt of refinery operations, 
tlieri'by reducing production of essen- 
tial war products or will force wiistc- 
ful di>po^al of surplus gasoline because 
of lack of storage facilities. 

"We believe tlie governincnt will 
actually conserve more rubl)L'r and add 
less disturbance to our alrmdy bur- 
dened economy if the people's eliergies 
■were devoted to continued encourage- 
ment of the proper use of that wliich 
wo have instead of denying the use of 
a product in areas wiierc that product 
is in oversupply."

Of No. I importance in the rota- 
tion program of most farms is the 
matter of getting good stands of 
nay.

lege of agriculture. 

Typical of the results obtained 
wore those at the Meigs county 
farm where the crops included corn, 
wheat, alfalfa, clover, and timothy 
mixttJrcs. Four difFercnt types of 
fertilizer IrGatmonl were used. The 
application included 150 pounds per 
acre of corn applied in the hill and 
300 pounds per acre to wheat. One 
plot was left unfertilized and the re- 
sults on each of the other four were 
checked and compared. All plots 
were equally limed before the ex- 
periments were instituted. 

More Hay: More Grain. 

The plots that produced the most 
abundant hay crops likewise yielded 
heavier crops of grain. 

Best results were obtained from a 
2-I2-C fertilizer analysis plus ma- 
nure, which produced increases of 
3G,5 bushels per acre in the corn 
yield, 15.D bushels of wheat, and in- 
creases of 2,863 and 2,0G0 pounds of 
nay per acre respectively. 

A similar analysis, without the 
manure treatment, yielded increases 
of 27.1 bushels per acre of corn, 12.9 
of wheat, and 2,401 and l.GGO pounds 
per acre of hay. A fertilizer treat- 
ment of 0-H-G produced increases of 
20.9 bushels per acre of corn, 119 
bushels of wheat, and 2,103 and 
1,310 pounds of hay. An 0-20-0 analy- 
sis yielded increases of 7.1 bushels 
of corn, 11.5 bushel^ of wheat, and 
1,850 and 1,230 pounds of hay per 
acre. 

Conclusions from these tests indi- 
cated that fertilizers carrying nitro- 
gen and potash in addition to phos- 
phorus returned much better results 
than those carrying superphosphate 
alone. The use of manure supple- 
menting commercial ferlilizer like- 
wise proved its value.

Now that dried skim milk is 
practically impossible to get be- 
cause of shipments abroad, re- 
sults of the research efTorts 
should prove of great value to 
poUltrymen who are trying to 
produce more eggs than ever. 

The original dry mash formula 
for chicks contains 5 per cent al- 
falfa leaf meal, and although the 
amount is greatly increased by 
the substitution, it will in no way 
prove detrimental and the chicks 
will eat it readily.

. WASHINGTON.-A lifeboat bll?- 
ing 13 American merchant seamen 
from a torpedoed steamer has 
reached a tiny South Seas island aft- 
er a 31-day voyage over 2,500 miles 
ot lonely sea— a cruel journey that 
ranks as an open boat epic. 

The boat was one of two which 
sot olT when the 7.000-ton steamer 
Prusa, owned by the Lykes Broth- 
ers steamship line of Houston, Tex- 
as, wo€ torpedoed 100 miles from 
Honolulu at 5:30 a. m., on Decem- 
ber 19. 

With the cold fury that holds a 
seaman when a good ship is de- 
stroyed, Capt. G. H. Boy stood in the 
stern of one of the boats and 
watched the Prusa list and finally 
go under. Then he turned and shout- 
ed to his chief mate and they set 
their course. 

100 Miles From Honolulu. 

They were, they calculated, some 
100 miles off Honolulu, but their best 
chance of reaching land seemed to 
be to make for a distant group of 
islands to the west rather than risk 
waters infested by submarines such 
as the Japanese prowler that had 
sent their vessel down with a torpe- 
do that killed eight men. 

The men at the oars fell to their 
task and the boats were off on their 
desperate voyage. 

Five days later, the chief mate 
and his men, weak with hunger and 
fatigue, discovered to their dismay 
that the other boat was gone. Cap- 
tain Boy and his little crew, it 
seemed, had joined the legion of oth- 
ers who fought the Pacific with noth- 
ing. 

Recently there came from Well- 
ington, New Zealand, word of the 
successful outcome of one of the he- 
roic struggles in the annals of the 
sea-ihe story of how Captain Boy, 
and his men had fought their way 
over 2,400 miles of water under the 
blazing sky and with rations daily 
growing slimmer, to safety on tiny 
Nikunau island, one of the British- 
mandated Gilbert group, without the 
loss of a man. 

ricked up by Coast Guard. 

A second officer had left Nikunau 
and made contact with British com- 
munications. The other day, a mes- 
sage was relayed to former U. S. 
Rep. J. George Stewart, of Wilming- 
ton, by the Tampa Interoceanic 
Steamship company, owner of the 
torpedoed 7,000-ton freighter Prusa, 
that his son, Frank H. Stewart, 29, 
one of the crew, was safe on the 
little island. 

The other survivor from this dis- 
trict is James C. Higgins, whose 
mother, Mrs. Margaret Higgins. of 
4248 North 15th street, also received 
word of his safety. 

The chief mate and his section of 
the crew some time after the boats 
become separated, had been picked 
up by a coast guard cutter when 
they were sighted by scouting pianos 
that dropped food to them.

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Fever Machines 
Searched for in 
Drive on Spies 

Diathermy Units Made Into 

Effective Transmitting 

Radio Sets. 



CHICAGO.— A delicate machine 
designed to relieve the pain of hu- 
nian sufTering has been transformed 
■by Axis agents in this country into 
highly elTicicnt radio transmitting 
sets capable of broadcasting direct 
to Rome. Berlin or Tokyo. 

This was revealed by the Federal 
Bureau df Investigation as they ap- 
pealed to radio "hams"— amateurs 
—to help police the radio lanes. Sev- 
eral arrests have alreadv been 
marie in the East, it was fearnod. 
The machine used for this new 
purpose was revealed as the physio- 
therapy fever machine. Those dia- 
thermy units have been sold unre- 
strictedly to physicians and to any 
one who had the price during the 
past few years. 

Used as Radios. 
All that is needed to transform 
them into compact radio transmit- 
ting stations is to install an antenna i 
and a ground wire. The rubes used 
in the machines for producing 
''artificial fever" in persons sulTer- 
ing from various ailments are ex- 
actly similar to radio broadcasting 
tubes. The eleclrical oscillations

The essentials for a sound agri- 
cultural co-operative program can 
bo summed up as follows: 

First, an enthusiastic group of 
farm people, with membership ac- 
tivities to include the farm women 
and older children. Then the will- 
ingnoss of members to make a sub- 
stantial initial investment. Third, a 
Jiimdred per cent purchase of need- 
ed supplies handled by the organiza- 
tion. 

Other points to promote a success- 
ful co-operative are: 

Personal attendance at all meet- 
ings, personal responsibilities for 
the election of a board of directors, 
capable management, budgeting at 
the boyinning of each year of ex- 
pected receipts and expenditures, 
an independent audit, control to re- 
main in the hands of the farmers, a 
conservative credit policy, a sound 
pricing policy, keeping the invest- 
ment in fixed assets to a minimum, 
no speculation in inventories, and 
strict adherence to recognized busi- 
ness principles. 

Agricultural co-operatives can sur- 
vive the years and grow old grace- 
fully if their foundations and super- 
structures arc fashioned from hon- 
est materials and the workmen do 
tlieir best. Such co-operatives are 
like the sturdy old New England 
farm buildings which have survived 
the centuries.

Hog production, a basic item in 
the Food for Victory program, eas- 
ily can bo made successful if prop- 
erly fitted into a profitable farming 
plan. 

Especially suited as a small en- 
terprise, hog production primarily 
is dependent for success upon the 
availability of an abundance of 
grain feed. Hogs always pay more 
for corn, barley, or grain sorghuins 
than does the grain market. About 
four pounds of feed produces a 
pound of pork, but the feed must be 
properly balanced. Feeds used to 
balance the farm grain usually arc 
higher in price than the latter but 
the quantity is small. 

Farmers who keep from ono to 
three sows almost always make a 
success, Rogcnbrccht says. Hogs do 
not do well when run in large groups 
because sanitation and disease pre- 
vention become serious problems 
with largo herds. The principal 
item of expense in hog production 
is the grain feed, but if this is grown 
on the farm, or obtainable locally 
at reasonable prices, the enterprise 
easily can be established on a profit- 
able basis. 

While a sandy, well-drained soil 
is the most suitable, hogs can he 
successfully raised on a heavy 
black soil, but in such case concrete 
feeding fioors are almost a neces- 
sity. Hog pastures are necessary, 
with small grain for winter, and Su- 
dan for summer the best. Native 
grasses such as hormuda are good 
for a short lime in the spring, but 
soon get hard and tough, and be- 
come of little value. A good pas- 
ture will furni.sh 50 per cent of the 
needed protein and olhorwiso reduce 
the cost of production. 

Suitable equipment — a tnovable 
hog house, a few troughs and a self- 
feeder— can be built at small cost. 
A concrete wallow can be cla.ssed as 
almost a necessity. If hogs are koiil 
comfortable they make rapid and 
econumical gains and losses from 
overeating are avoided. It is like- 
wise true tiial hogs v.'hich do not 
have a dry. wnrm place in which lo 
bed during the winter will not make 
as much profit as those properly 
sheltered.

LEND-LiLADii.: 
More for Russ 

The basis for clos'er economic co- 
operation between the United States. 
Soviet Russia and Great Britain both 
during and after the war was laid in 
a proposal for a master lend-lease 
agreement presented by the state 
department to the Russian govern- 
ment. 

President Roosevelt described the 
proposal as similar to other master 
lend - lease agreements already 
signed by Great Britain. 

In effect, the acceptance of the 
agreement by Russia would make 
the Soviet a party to attaining the 
economic principles of the Atlantic 
Uiarler sponsored by President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill. 

The foundation principles of the 
master agreements already existing 
between the U. S. and Brilain. in- 
clude "national and international 
measures to expand production, em- 
ployment and the exchange and con- 
sumption of goods/' and elimination 
of all forms of discriminatory 
treatment in international com- 
merce, to reduce lariffs and other 
trade barriers and generally to at- 
tain the economic objectives of the 
Atlantic Charter." 

The significance of this latest 
move^ is that a victorious America, 
Britain and Russia, working in close 
economic collaboration, would com- 
pose an economic bloc that would 
dominate the entire world. 
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U. S. AIRiMISSrON: 

Bad News for Reich 

First body blows ijy the United 
States against Nazi Germany will 
be delivered from the air. it was 
forecast when Lieut, Gen. Henry H 
Arnold, head of the U. S. army air 
forces and Rear Adm. John H. Tow- 
ers, chief of naval aeronautics, ar- 
rived in London to "consult with 
British ofTicials on details of Anglo- 
American military co-operation." 

Air raids of a magnitude and de- 
structiveness such as the world has 
never before seen will eventually 
be the sequel to plans perfected at 
the conferences, observers declared 
In creating a second front against 
Germany, American planes and fli- I 
ors operating with tiie British to ' 
bomb German factories, defenses 
and communications would be under 
their own command. 

The "softening up" process fore- 
cast by joint American and British 
air o/Tensivos over the Reich would. 
It was believed, be a prelude to in- 
vasion by United Nations' land 
forces of the continent of Europe 
later on. This was confirmed by a 
statement of Lieut. Gen. Somerville 
that "America is ready to supply 
men and materials on a largo scale 
to a European front." 
^— The American air mission in Brit- 
am was regarded as a logical cor- 
ollary to Gen, George C. iMarshail's 
London conference on strategy re- 
cently. The U. S. army chief of 
stalls talks with Prime Minister 
CJiurchili and British chiefs of staff 
were known to have covered every 
war zone including Russia.

Congress had previously appropri- 
ated $1,020,000,000 for war housing 
to provide shelter for workers pro- 
ducing essential munitions. 

Mr. Roosevelt said in his mes- 
sago that while workers are beinc 
V.^ obtained locally as far as possible 
and new sources of labor supply are 
being called on, it will be neces- 
sary for at least 1,000,000 to move 
to centers of war activity during the 
coming year. Existing structures 
are being counted on to absorb a 
large percentage of the workers, he 
said, but many workers will have 
to be cared for through new public 
f :■; construction, "largely temporary in 
.,;nature and designed to serve the 
lower-income brackets of war 
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workers." 

LYBIAN FRONT: 

Active Again 

Although the weather timetable 
said It was too late in the season, 
active warfare flamed again in the 
Lybian desert when Nazi Gen 
Erwm Rommel's armored units 
opened an offensive against British 
forces south of Tobruk. 

In the opening phases of what 
was regarded as Kommers long- 
awaited general attack, the 
British held the upper hand and 
repulsed and inflicted heavy 
Icsses on the Nazis in a series of 
fierce tank battles.

TWO NEW ALLIES: 

Mexico and Brazil 

More effective measures against 
the submarine menace along the At- 
lantic seaboard and in Latin-Ameri- 
can waters were forecast through 
the co-operative action of Brazil and 
Mexico in joining the United Na- 
tions' warfare against the Axis. 
Operating under "shoot on 
sight" orders, Brazilian airmen 
were reported (o have sunk 
three U-boats lurking nfT their 
northern coast. Brazil had to 
send her armed forces into ac- 
tion, said an air ministry com- 
munique, "til safeguard our sov- 
ereignly and tlie lives of bur un- 
defended sailors." Seven Brazil- 
ian ships had been torpedoed. 
Mexico's action likewise came aft- 
er the sinking of two of her ships. 

"Wo recognize the limits of our 
military resources," said President 
Camacho, "but we shall respond to 
the aggression of our adversaries, 
collaborating energetically in safe- 
guarding America." 

JOB FREEZE: 

Aids War Output 

In answer to the growing practice 
of pirating" war workers from one 
industry to the other by induce- 
ments of higher wages and other 
incentives, the War Manpower com- 
mission moved drastically to Iiold 
essential" workers in critical war 
industries and agriculture in their 
present jobs. 

Primary purpose of the action 
was to step up war production Iiam- 
pered by shifts of workers. 

Onicials said the United Stales 
Employment service would be des- 
ignated as the sole iiiring agent for 
vital war industries. It was indi- 
cated that the service would be 
empowered to prevent any em- 
ployed from leaving one job for an- 
other, except in cases wlicre his 
ski Is wore needed for a particular 
task and where there was a short- 
ago of skilled labor. 

Men in key positions would not 
be subject to military service undc 
the draft deferment provisions of 
the proposal. 

WAR WIVES' AID: 

(J, S, Is Generous \ 

Substantial financial aid for the I 
families and dependents of enlisted' 
men in Undo Sam's armed forces 
w-as approved by the senate military 
affairs committee, when members 
voted an allowance scale beginning 
at 550 a month for wives. 

Tlie benefit system worked out by 
tho commitico included a much 
more liberal war risk insurance plan 
than in World War No. 1. 

The program's provisions would 
^f ^^or?^''^'^ " Eovernmonl allowance 
of S28 per month for a wife with 
no child, to which would be added 
S.i2 from the monthly pay of her 
husband. A wife with one child 
would receive S-JO from the govern- 
ment, plus the $22 allotted from the 
soldier's pay and $10 for each addi- 
tional child. 

In case of a' soldier with parents, 
Ijrothers, sisters or grandchildren 
dependent on him, an additional 
scale of benefits was provided, in- 
cluding $15 for one parent, S25 for 
two and $5 for additional B class 
dependents.

While Gorman sources made claims 
of strategic flanking attacks, Red 
army communiques reported ad- 
vances along the 150-mile Kharkov 
front. 

Mechanized units were poured 
into the confilct. One report told of 
phalanxes of 52-ton Russian tanks 
lumbering through German linos.

Research on Hemp 

As soon as science can produce n ' 
homi) plant free from a- narcotic \ 
dru^, tr.i.-i crop will oflcr a good 
markt;l for farmers. Unfortunately 
tho plant, in its prt'sent form, pro- ' 
duces the narcotic, marihuana. Tlio 
misuse of this drug has caused Ihij ; 
pa.ssagc of the federal marihuana ' 
act uhicli forbids the growing of | 
hemp exrepl under 'federal super- j 
vision. : 

Because of the restrictions, less ' 
than 1,000 tons annually are grown 1 
in this country although in former ' 
years the growing of hemp fiber j 
was a nourishing industry. In 185Q, 1 
Kentucky alone produced 75,Q0O I 
tons. I 

The word "hemp" is sometimes ■ 
applied to about three diifercnt fiber ! 
plants including manila hemp and i 
sisal hemp. The common variety I 
grows well in the United States, at- j 
taining a height of 3 to 20 feet and j 
sometimes yielding 800 to 1,000 j 
pounds of fiber per acre. The plant ' 
is cut by machine and allowed to 
dew-ret on the ground, Tlien it is 
collected m slacks and sold to the 
hemp mill. The mill dries the stalk 
and reinovcs the fiber in a "hemp 
brake." 

Cordage, which can be made from 
hemp fiber, is one of the urgent 
needs of the defense program. Hemp 
can also be used in making ciga- 
rette paper and this commercial out- 
let has already been opened. From 
the seed a useful oil can be ex- 
tracted and when mixed with other 
seeds the lump can be utilized as 
bird food. 

Rtjsearch is already under v/ay to 
find a variety of liemp that will con- 
lain only a small amount of mari- 
huana. This work appears promis- 
ing since some plants have been 
found to produce only small quanti- 
ties of the resin.
